Calling attention to the 10.9 per cent reduc-

That Senators Cummins and Clapp were 
justified in the course they have adopted ts 
admitted even by’ Democrats, Senator New- 
lands, chairman of the committeé, frankly 
avowed that it had been decided to act asa 
party upon the amendments proposed to the 
Sherman law. 

Furthermore, before accepting any amend- 
ments offered to the drafte originally ap- 
proved by the president he asserted the sanc- 
tion of the chief executive first would be ob- 
tained. 

In tine with this program the Democratic 
members of the committee have made it a’ 
practice when the Repubircan members of- 
fered any suggestions for changes to with- 
draw and in secret meeting determine what 
action to:take. Then they would return to 
the committee and vote unanimously for or 
against the proposal. 


Caucus Methods Lead to Action. 

Here was the introduction of caucus meth- 
ods into committee meetings, and Cummins 
and Clapp refused to stand for such pro- 
cedure. 

The effect of the adoption of the caucus 
policy with reference to trust legislation will 
be to cause Republicans and Progressives

The report of the recorder’s office for Janu- 
ary shows an encouraging increase in both 
the number and total consideration of the 
transfers filed for record, indicating no 
abatement in outside market activities. 

There were 4,248 deeds recorded, with a 
total consideration of $13,562,741, as com- 
pared with 3,460 transfers, amounting to 
$10,124,239, for January, 191%. ‘This is an 
increase of 798 in number and $3,436,403 in 
total consideration. 

The Torrens system shows record figures 
in transfers, with 314 in number and $358,112 
in consideration, as against 233, amounting t» 
$290,817, for January, .1913,. There were 04 | 
applications for initial registration, with a 
total valuation of $814,907, as compared with 
73 and a total valuation of $364,375 for Janu- 
ary a year ago. This is a record for this 
month, and has only been exceeded in one 
month during the history of the office. Siow- 
ly but surely the system is making its way:

SUICIDES GAMBLE FOR LIFE. 


Many Cases of Self-Destruction Are 
Aacribed to “American Duels’”’ 
in Burope, 


BERLIN, Feb. 7.—Sixty-seven suicides . 
Europe during the past three years which 
had been expressly characterized as “' due 
to American duels *’ have directed attention 
to this mode of self-destruction falsely : :- 
garded as an importation from the United 
States. 

The so-called “ duel” is merely a gamble 
for life. Two.persons involved in a quarrel 
draw lots to decide which of them shall de- 
stroy himself before a given date. For years 
cases of suicides have been described as 
due to such games of chance and it has been 
a widespread belief in Europe that quarrel- 
ing parties often resorted to this “Amer- 
ican duel.” 

There is no such thing, according .to 
psychologists who have been studying the 
circumstances of numerous suicides so de-

-. Eruption Likened to Vesuvius. 

‘The account follows: 

“ Whilé a Tokio audience of Japanese was 
assembled at the Imperial theater viewing 
moving pictures of the last days of Pompeii, 
the subterranean fires of their own empire, 
imprisoned for more than a century, were 
surging upward beneath the isle of Sakura- 
Jima, in the southernmost part of the realm. 
Soon began an eruption so fierce and terrible 
as to take place at once with the historic 
demonstrations of Vesuvius, 

“The 22,000 inhabitants of Sakurajima 
fied wildly in all directions, in a pitiful quest 
for food and shelter. Shrieks of terror filled 
the air from one end of the island to the 
other. From thickly aettied villages and 
from houses embosomed in groves of or- 
anges, peaches, and plums the farmers ran to 
th shores of the bay. 

“ Horses neighed and snorted in terror and 


- gjl manner of domestic cattle bellowed and 


cried to be let loose. Many freed them- 
selves and began a wild stampede through 
and over their human companions. 


Panic and Confusion Everywhere. 

“ Many old men refused to try to. save 
themselves and had literally td. be dragged 
along by the younger, Women and children 
“were sent off first, the women carrying their 
infants slung Japanese fashion across their 
backs, their hands filled with portable house- 
hold goods. Some shielded themselves with 
mattresses, others wore metal and earthen 
pots for helmets. It was a wild huggermug- 
ger, a pell mell rush, a flight of indescriba- 
ble panic and confusion. 

‘For all that the fearful catastrophe was 
so overwhelming in ite sudden descent there 
had been preliminary warnings. Two months 
before a traveler reclining leisurely on the 
summit of the long mountain ridge of Yoshin- 
ogahara, which plunges abruptly down into 
the water of Kagoshima gulf, was surprised 
to seé- smoke drifting from new gullies in 
the sides of the open peak of Mitake on 
Sakurajima. 

“Tt was a thick bank of smoke, but from 
Kagochima would scarcely be noticed, if at 
all, only as a fringe of haze. The traveler 
returned to Kagoshima and told.a friend 
what he had seen. 

+ We discussed, rather flippently per- 
liapse;’ ‘he said afterward; ‘what would be 
kely to happen if Sakurajima were actually 
to ‘go off.’

Generally speaking, if a man will keep 
away from the infested straw the parasites 
already in hjs clothes will die off ia a few 
days.

Danger from Yellow Fever. 

. ‘The danger of.yellow fever getting into 
Panama through Guayequil is a serious one, 
and this disease, also, will have to be wiped 
out before Americans will be safe in allow~ 
to go through the canal after leaving Ecus- 
dor. Already several Americans have died 
in Guayaquil and there are new cases now 

It is not safe. for an American to settle in 
Guayaquil to do business tn its present con- 
dition. You will remember that Thomas 
Nast, the famous cartoonist, was appointed | 
consul here and how he came to bis grave. 
He died of yellow fever. I have spoken of 
the death of Dr. Wightman. He was sup- 
posed to bea yellow fever immune. A third

The railroad £0 Quito 
belongs to Americans, and was. built by them, 
but Ecuador will scon have other rail- 
roads, built by. French, English, and the 
natives, One road is planned to connect 
Guayaquil with the ofl fields at St. Helena. 
and another is projected that is to go from 
the port of Bahai de Caraquez to Quito. 

(Te city has also a network of water trans- 
portation. The Guayas river system ts navi- 
gated in the rainy season by boats like those 
on the Ohio or Mississippi, and they can then 
travel as far as 250 miles Inland. They go 
to the villages and plantations, and bring out 
cacao, ivory nuts, sugar, coffee, and rubber. 
The country furnishes about half of the choo- 
olate beans consumed by the world, and the 
buttons from tts ivory nuts uphold the panta- 
loons of the nations, I am told that nine-
